If city council approves the 

VAgricultnral Reserve Program 

Aj[ARP) pnqjosed by the ad hoc 

Southeni Watosheds Committee, 

Viiginia Beach will be the first city 

in the st^ with such a program. 

Barbara Henley, councilwoman 
from Pimgo, £Bnn owner and mem- 
ber of the nxnmittee representing 
council, ^d at a recent wckIc ses- 
sion that "there is not a program 
like this in Virginia. It will provide 
the city the opportunity to be on 
the cutting edge." 

Ibe program, which would per- 
mit the city to purchase develop- 
ment rights from land owners in the 
southern rural part of the city so 
that the land could be preserved for 
agriculuiral and agriculoual-related 
businesses, would cost the city ap- 
proximately $3.5 million a year 
over a 2S-year period. 

At Tuesday's woric session, coun- 
cil instrwted H. Dean Block, direc- 
tor of management and the budget, 
to Mng in funding proposals for 
the program. City Attorney Leslie 
Lilley was instructed to reflne the 
legal ramifications of the {H-oposal. 
Another wbrkshop and a public 
hearing are being plaimed within a 
month. 

The purp(»e of the program is to 
provide stability for ^)proximate 
20,000 XKS of agricultural land and 
to isotect agriculture as a profitable ^ 
industry for the city. Under the pro- 
gram devekqxnent of residential and 
other non-farm related businesses 
wouU be restricted in the desigqated 
.agricoitund area and fanners woukl 
be paid for die development rights 
to prevent die a>ntinued incursion 
of devetopmeot in the rural areas. 

The program would be com- 
pletely voluntary — the fanner 
would have to qiply to die city to 
sell his develqiment rights. After 
2S years the {voperty owner could 
apply to boy back his development 
rights although the city is not 
bound to rolinquish them. Much 
would dq)end (Ml die city's land use 
plan in effect at die time and die 
chffiige in dicumstanoes. 



The money the property owner 
receives frtxn die city would repre- 
sent compensation to die land 
owner for not selling his land for 
devekspnientand woidid provide him 
or htf widi more capital to improve 
his farming c^xtation and make it 
more profit^e. 

The bem^ to the city is diat 
fuburban sprawl would not reach 
fiirthCT into die city's farmlands — 
Studies have shown diat residential 
devekipment does not pay for itself, 
and mcourage die continuation of 
forming which more than pays for 
itself. In addition die city wotdd re- 
tain open space which adds to die 
attractiveness of die city.

After learning die plan was v^on- 
tary, sappati increased to 71 per- 
cent When told the plan would 
help slow growth in Virginia 
Beach, aq^port increased to 79 per- 
cent When told the farmer could 
buy back develcqiment rights afto- 
25 years, voters dropped support for

Ninety-two percent of die vottfs 
found it important for bodi Virginia 
Beach and die nation to preserve die 
family £um. 

As for funding for die project. 
Bkick said diat probably a combina- 
tion of funding would be used in- 
cluding a real estate tax increase, 
charter bonds or sptaval taxes. He 
sugge^ed duu an appropriate fund- 
ing mechanism should be devel- 
oped.

Strumming with a local legend 



A night with 
David Carter

Fn- more dian a decade, David 
Outer has been sha^g his mu- 
sic with die people df Hampton 
Roads. 

As a result, he has fostered a 
loyal following of area resi- 
dents, and follow him diey do. 
From Virginia Beach to Ncnriblk 
to Hampton, Carter's unique 
blend of singing, song writing, 
' hunxv and tiptoe-style presenta- 
tiai charms audiences time and 
time again. 

Tonight is no exception. 
Carter arrives a litde before 9 
p.m., knapsack in one hand, a 
guitar in the other. 

"I've gotten a guitar of some 
sort every Christmas since I was 
two years old," Carter said a few 
days earlier at his Virginia 
Beach home. "I really didn't 
start taking it seriously, though, 
until the sevendi grade." 

It was during this year that 
Carter saw Joel Nelson in die 
Virginia Beach Junior High 
School Talent Show. The nindi 
grader played "Fadier and Son" 
by Cat Stevens. The perfor- 
mance had a genuine impact on 
die left-handed Carter, who had 
taken only diree uncomfortable 
guitar lessons during which in- 
structors pressed him to play 
right-handed. 

By die lOdi grade. Carta was 
playing professionally in Hori- 
zon, a seven-member band com- 
posed mosdy of his friends and 
schoolmates. This time it was 
Carter on stage impressing audi- 
Vj^ji, The King's Head Inn. 
iuiiMNeathers and die Pepper- 
mint Beach Chib. The youdiful 
and talented band was even asked 
to play for die Navy's 200di 
armiversary celebration and for 
the second annual Virginia 
Beach Neptime Festival. 

Tonight, however. Carter is 
very much a sok) performer. He 
pauses after his first selection to 
wekome die steadily growing 
crowd, mentioning several peo- 
ple by name. Carefidly, he ad- 
justs a harmonica holder his 
parents gave him 18 years ago. 
Amazingly, he juggles harmon- 
ka, guitar and voice with ease. 
The sound is a unique blend of 
Bob Dylan, Neil Young and 
Jonadion Edwards. 

Carter gently sheds the har- 
mopica and is now singing 
"Carolina in My Mind" by 
James Taylor, an artist he rec- 
ognizes as his greatest influ- 
ence. 

"I remember when I first heard 
'Fire and Rain' by James Tay- 
lor." he recalled. "That song had

Carter &-st became a true Par- 
rothead. He was life guarding on 
die Virginia Beach oceanfront 
for die first of four years widi a 
friend and a cassette playo'. 

"We sat on die stand and just 
listened to Jimmy Buffett tapes 
all day long," Carter said. "I'm a 
Buffett fanatic, and a lot of my 
performance style is due to die 
impact his music had on me." 

Carter also started playing at 
Doc Watson's diat summer, die 
21st Street restaurant featured an 



open-air, rooftop deck. Cuter 
described as predecesso' to the 
Island Republic where he now 
spends his summertime Satur- 
day nights. 

Aft«r graduating from 

col.'0'it and a H^w jshort-livedas- 
soci. (ions -viih other bands and 
playew, Carw* wtut imo'tiie in- 
surance business. Having' been 
raised in a conservative family, 
he never could accept die idea of 
beuig a full-time musician, so 
he did die next best dung. He 
sold insurance by day, sang 
songs by night and was soon 
met with one of the biggest 
struggles of his life. Somediing 
had to give. 

'To me. it was like litUe ba- 
bies learning to walk," Carter 
. said! "I mean it really was hard 
for me to let go of diat daytime 
job because there is so much 
perceived insecurity m the mu- 
sic business, and I was having a 
hard time dealing with that I 
me^, my Euher was a 30-yev 
IBM man. That was security." 

Carter walked out of die in- 
surance business and into the 
Hello Dolly. It was here, at diis 
little restaurant on 3^ and 
Oceanfront dua things started to 
happen for him. He started his 
mailing list, founded his com- 
pany. North Store Productirais. 
was named best acoustic musi- 



cian aitd male vocalist in a 
Hampton Roads top musicians 
poll, and turned the once-quiet 
Hello Dolly into one of tite 
loudest, most-populated 
riightspots on die beach. 

"We rocked," Carter said widi 
a smile full of some of his 
fondest memwies. "I'd get them 
siMgtaig alfHkg so iQwIiteS the 
hotels niaildobr would be call- 
ing and complaining about us." 

Carter played die Hello Dolly 
five nights a week. The crowd 
grew, and his name began to 
take shqie. He knew just about 
everyone in the audience, and 
diose he didn't know he quickly 
befriended. It's a performance 
philosophy from which he has 
never strayed. 

"A lot of people consider dieir 
followers fans," Carter said. "I 
consider my foUowos frioids." 

From die Hello DoUy, Carter 
wen to O'SuUivan's Wharf in 
Norfolk. At first, it was a far 
cry from his oceanfront success 
story. Then, a frimd from Old 
Dominion University stopped 
by and gave Carter his expat di- 
agnosis. The place was dead. He 
told Carter he'd be right back, 
hopped in his pickup truck and 
drove up and down the streets of 
ODU collecting a prcqwr audi- 
ence for his friend.

Children's Museum sitting pretty 
after drawing record iioiiday crowds

Betty Bumell and Tony Eartes arc 
understandably exhuliaant 

Sure, woildng in the Children's 
Museum of Virginia surrounded by 
dozens of happy youngsters and 
plenty of fun exhibits has some- 
thing to do with it 

But Bumell and Earies' excite- 
ment is about much more than that, 
because since opening its doors to 
the public on Dec. 10 the Chil- 
droi's Museum of Virginia has been 
bringing 'em in like gangbusters. 

"It's been excellent," grinned Ear- 
ies, curator of the most merry mu- 
seum in the commonwealth. "Let's 
put-it this way — from the week 
between Dec. 26 and the 31st. we 
did 11,000 people." 

That's not including any school 
groups on field trips, because 
classes weren't in session at the 
time! 

"But starting up in two weeks, 
we'll have 'em, lots of 'em; we're 
booked on through to Memorial 
Day, so if you've got a school 
group you'd better hurry up and 
make your reservations," he urged. 

Additionally, Earies approximates 
that 21,000 people have filtered 
through the museum's vivid pink 
doors since its grand opening. 

Bumell, director of Portsmouth 
Musuons, said extended family re- 
unions and holiday celetotions had 
much to do with the Christmas- 
time success, but that doesn't mean 
attendance is about to slack off any 
time soon. 

"I think our visitors are coming 
^from all ovw the southeastau Vir- 
ginia area," she estimated, noting 
that eventually the museum will 
install a system to track where pa- 
trons are coming from via a zip 
code system. 

But why are they coming? What 
is drawing hoards of children, teois, 
adults and even senio* citizens to 
the downtomBKSsmouth site?

"Hiere's a real 
broad age iq>peal; there's something 
fcff everyone. It's the perfect family 
outing."

She noted that the Children's 
Museum of Virginia has drawn 
plenty of "parents and grandparents 
with pre-schoolers" and "lots of 
teen-agos who have wandered in, 
which is interesting to me." 

It has been a delight — and sur- 
prise — to the Portsmouth Muse- 
ums director that the Children's 
Museum has caught on so. 

"If we get 80,000 people betweoi 
now and June 30. Fll be ecstatic," 
Bumell said Oi her consovative es- 
timate. Meanwhile, the former site 
of the museum (in the much 
smaller 1846 Courthouse) drew 
about 55,000 to 60,000 visitors p« 
year and had outgrown its facilities. 

How has the feedback been? If 
she can measure it by the amount 
of time vimtcffs spend explcsing the

place, it's been good — very good. 

"V/hat is interesting is tiiat we 
had estimated the average visit 
would be aboiu 90 minutes, but 
they're staying anywhere from two- 
hours-10-minutes to three hours," 
Bumell cited. 

"Believe it or not," Earies added, . 
"most everything we've heard has 
been positive cff ccmplimentary -^ 
even after people had to wait out- 
side an hour-and-a-half in line to get 
in. They just kept saying how 
wonderful it is." 

The luggest complaint? 

BumeU laughed. 

"The kids keep saying they don't 
want to leave when it's time to go 
home," Bumell smiled. 

Caitfyn'Pugsley, 3, visiting the 
new museum for the first time with 
her parents. Rick and Judy, and S- 
year-old brother, Andrew, showed 
she agreed with that statement as 
she donned a yeUow rain sUcte and 
hard hat to climb aboard tiie mu- 
seum's fue engine. The little girl 
emitted a big smile as she operated 
the lights and pretended to drive the 
big rig. 

"This is just wonderful," her dad 
said. "It's a lot better than tiie old 
museum. I mean, the old one was 
nice, but this is even better." 

"The kids love it all," his wife 
insisted. 

"It was the cutest thing the other 
day," Earies said, reflecting (m> 
something he saw in the museum 
parking garage. "I was getting out 
of the car and some kids were say- 
ing, 'Oh boy, U»e Children's Mu- 
seum of Virginia' and started 
singing the Children's Museum 
jingle. It's gTMt!"

Local woman 
takes up cause 
for jailed Indian 
activist, starts 
support group

He has been the subject of 
books, the Robert Redfofd docu- 
mentary "Incident at Oglala" and 
two decKtes of coittroveny. 

More than 20 million s^natures 
ime beoi collected intemiOioaaUy 
in his favor, and he hu even been 
dubbed this country's Nelson Man^ 
debL 

And yet today, almost 20 years 
after he was impriscmed at Leaven- 
wortlL Indian rights activist 
Leonard Pelti» still waits for bee- 
dom. 

But he does not wait atone. ' 

From Brazil to England and the 
Netherlands to Belgium, Peltio* has 
millions of Native Americans — 
and plenty of non-Native Americans 
— lobbying for release of tiie AIM 
(American Indian Movemoit) leader 
who was jailed tor the murder of 
two FBI agents on June 26, 197S. 
'All this hiq^ned amid the tumult 
of die early '70s, when the tradi- 
tional Lakoa peopte of Pine Ridge 
o^iosed leasing and selling reserwi- 
tion lands tor uranium mining. 

Now Peltier has some Hampton 
Roads residents on his side, too, 
with the formation of a local 
Leonard Peltier Support Group. 
Under the leadership of Linda Fry, 
the new chapter will meet Feb. 14, 
at Uie PortsmouUi Public Library 
on Court Street to discuss the case. 
A time will be announced later. 

Sitting at her kitchen table 
in her^'comfortable Port Norfolk, 
apartment. Fry spread out a packet 
of materials e]q)laining why she and 
so many others are impassioned 
about the Peltier case. 

For Fry, a grandmotiier of three 
and Chattanooga, Tenn. native of 
Indian descent (she prefers not to 
say which tribe), his story is about 
more than just setting free an im- 
prisoned man whom many believe 
was falsely accused. 

It's tboat Indian ri^ts, Amerrcan 
justice and "doing die ri|^ tiling." 

"Leomard Peltier is a Dakota 
Sioux from Pine Ridge, Soutii 
Dakota and one of the original 
members of AIM. He is in Leav- 
enworth Federal Prison because he 
was involved in a shoot-out, during 
which two FBI agents were mur- 
dered. He did not do tiiat," I^ said 
emphatically, providing a brief 
background of the atmosphere 
which led iq> to die shootings. 

It was die eariy 1970s, a time of 
tumult for die traditicmal Lakota 
people ai Pine Ridge. Hie govnn- 
ment-backed tribal leader, Richard 
Wilson, favwed leasing and selling 
reservation lands for uranium min- 
ing. Most of the reservation's in- 
habitants did not They called for 
members of AIM to protect tiiem 
— Peltier answued die plea. 

It was in diat atmosphere (rf vio- 
lence that die two FBI agents landed 
in 1975. 

"The FBI agents drove onto a 
family's land on die reservation at 
high speed," Fry explained, "in cars 
nc^jody could idmtify, allegedly f<^ 
lowing a Native American in a red 
pick-up truck who was accused of 
stealing cowboy boots." 

From there tempers erupted and 
die situation grew out of hand, 
eventually enqiting in gunfire. 

Four mm were ariginaUy diarged 
in die incidoit. which also left one 
Native American man, Joe Somtz 
Killsright. dead. His deadi was 
neva inve^igated. Of die four mm 
indicted in the inunin of die a^nts. 
one was released due to "weak evi- 
dence." Two oth«8 were acquUtml 
in 1976 when a jury oxichided diey 
had fired at die agents in self-de- 
fense. 

Pelt^ was indicted oa the same 
chaigs^ but was not trxd until die 
"-'lowing year. Fearing fw his life

aiid freedom after the shoot-out, he 
had fled to Canada, was arrested and 
extradited to die United States. In 
1977 he was convicted on the two 
counts of first degree murder. 

But in Fry's mind too many in- 
justices surround the case: an atmo- 
sphere of fear and intimidation at 
the trial; coerced testimony; a jmis- 
ecution team which withheld evi- 
dence; and, a judge who rejected all 
attempts by the defense to introduce 
evidence of FBI culp^ility.

"Leonard has had duee appeals," 
the snowy-haired woman explained. 
"In die last appeal die federal gov- 
enunent even said diey didn't know 
who killed die agents and diat he 
was in prison for aiding and abet- 
ting, but he wasn't even tried for 
that He was tried for murder." 

Why is diis X-ray technician for 
die Children's Hospital of the 
King's Daughters, who lives dioti- 
sands of miles from Pine Ridge and 
Leavenworth, rallying to Peltier's 
cmise? 

A year ago. Fry wouldn't have 
even been able to answer that 
statement 

"I had always h«! some interest 
in Leonard," she explained, "but 
diis summer I was taking an En- 
glish coune and was to write an ar- 
gumentative paper." 

She chose Peltier's story as her 
topic, but grew angry and disillu- 
sioned whoi nie found very litde 
information available on him. 

Then she found about about 
Rdiert Redfwd's documentary of 
the case and saw a note at the end of 
die film telling her where to write 
for mere information. 

"Thai d» ball was rolling," ^e 
recalled. 

Soon Fry signed up f» anodier 
English course. Lo and behold, she 
was assigr^ anodier argumentive 
I^per. Again, she chose Peltier and 
(XMitinued ho- arguments. 



"In the meantime, I got an A. 
But I still felt like I hadn't done 
enough," she explained^ 

Unable to shake her concern for 
the case. Fry couldn't just leave it 
at diat. She meet Leonard Peltier 
Support Group members in Rich- 
mond and planted the seeds for a 
chaiMer in Hampton Roads. 

"I tell people diat if you're r^Iy 
interested and want to be a part of 
die journey, step out on die padi. 
There's no turning back — it's a 
passion, a passion diat's inspired by 
die injustice of die system." 

She noted diat Peltier has well- 
earned his distinction as die wwld's 
number one political prisrmer. 

"It's more dian 'free Leonard 
Peltier." We've had 371 treaties 
signed and brokwi; we've been ig- 
ixned over and over. Leonard Peltier 
is die most pressing issue in my 
opinion at die momoit" 

Fry, along with Leonard Peltio' 
Support Group memb^s world- 
wide, say the activist's tnly hqie 
could be an order of executive 
clemency by President Bill Clinton. 

"He's (Clinton) going to do it. I 
just know he is; he has to," she ex' 
plained, refining to a recent tribal 
cardeteace in Albuqunque which 
die president attended. 

"If he doesnt release Leonard, Til 
cry. Let me read a quote from Lisa 
Faruolo, Peltier's fianc6e: 
'Releasing Peltier would be proof 
he (Clinton) really heard dieir con- 
cerns. It would be die first time an 
American president didn't break a 
{Honuse to die native peqiles of die 
United Stittes." 

Fry wants so much for Peltier to 
be released diat she is urging odiers 
to call die White House and express 
dieir coicem. At die Jan. 10 meet- 
ing, she will provide information 
about how diis can be done. 

"Unless we let people know 
what's going on — unless we bring 
diis before die public — how can 
diey do anydiing?" she asked. "I 
expect 35 people will be at the 
meeting. Heck, we Mily had one 
meeting so far and duee people at- 
tend^, and I diought diat was a 
success!"

Tlie simplicity and beauty of 
Shaker chairs, rockers, benches, 
baskets, tools and dressers have 
graced households in die United 
States and around the world for 
many years. The Chrysltf Museum, 
recognized internationally for its 
decorttive aits collection, will host 
die world premiere of "Shaken Tlie 
Art of Craftsmanship" on Sunday, 
FWi. 19. 

More dum 80 Shaker items from 
die most influential Shaker com- 
munity. Mount Lebanon, New 
Yoric, will be featured in die ediiin- 
tion diat continues dirough Arail 
16. 

The furnitine and artifrcta in die 
exhibitimi come from die private 
collection of Ken Hakuta, a 
Washington, D.C. busmessnun u»l 
televisim personidity known as I^. 
Fad. Hakuta's interest and admira- 
tion of Shaker design prompted him 
to purchase die 2,^ piece collec- 
tion from The Danow School, a 
boys school diat bought Mount 
Lctenon when die last of die com- 
munity <Hed m 1929. The school 
lacked the funds to continue to 
maintain die pieces. . 

"Shaker: The Art of 
Craftsmanship" tells die 140-year 
history of die Shakos in Amoica. 
Shakers extolled die virtues €i sim- 
plicity, utility, order, and hard 
work, all of which influenced dieir 
craftananship. They came to New 
Ei^land from Great Britain 1774 to 
escqie religious posecution of dieir 
unique manner ol worship, which 
included ^leaking in tongues and a 
dance that led to the name 
"Shakers." Tliey found no respite 
from persecitfion in the New Worid, 
howe^, and were forced to form 
dieir own communities for protec- 
tion. New Lebanon, New York, re- 
umed Mount Lebanon in 1861 
was die site of die original Shidcr 
Conmimity esttMiriied in 1787. 

These dee^ leligioitf aaftsm' i 
and artisans attempted to crer x 
"Heaven on Eaidi," and die res tt- 
ing oaftmanship thai deve)|0 ed 
from his community is weO knuwn 
dffou^out die worid. The Shaiko- 
ideals of simplicity and mod^ty 
coittinue to influence artists, ardu- 
tectt, interior desipiers.

A growing part of our planning 
effort deals widi the rehabilitation of 
our sanitary sewer and water system. 
As part of the Clean Water Act, the 
EPAhas mandated thatsanitaiy sewer 
systons reduce the amount of non- 
sanitary sewer water going into treat- 
ment {dants. This program is to re- 
duce infiliration groundwater diat 
finds its way into die sanitary sewer 
through leaky joints or bnkm pvpes) 
and inflow (other watn- that does not 
need to be treated whidi comes from 
leidcyiriumbing fixtures, downqjouts 
connected to the sanitary sewer or 
intenxmnections between storm^ew- 
ca and sanitary sewSi).

Thelastptftof our water and sani- 
tary seirar {banning efforts has been 
a prt^rm to acquire all of Ae inves- 
tor-owned irater md sanitary sewer 
companies m dw city. Since 1976 die 
city has acqun«l 10 companies widi 
2.000 wattf customers and 21,000 
sewer customers. One piivitte water 
><xanpanysdU provides service in die 
city to qjproximately 250 oistomcrs; 
acquisitkin by die city is antidpitted 
qxm completion of the Udce Gaston 
pqieline. 

The Lake Gaston pipeline has 
played a Ittgc part in our water and 
sanitary sewo' planning for die last 
several years. In 1992, the city 
adopted die Water Emergency Ordi- 
nance which has severely limited die 
ability of new customers to connect 
to die public wata- system. As a part 
of die water emergracy it has been 
necessary for us to st^ extending 
wMa service in existing ndghbor- 
hoods ami new devek^xnent muA 
use wells in lieu of die city water 
system. Many of die CIP plouied 
neighbwhood projects have been 
placed im hold until our water supply 
situation improves. 

FoUowing {danning for projects, 
engineering design begins. For CIP 
project die Engineering IMvision 
selects a consulting engineer and ad- 
ministers die design contracts. Ccn- 
sultantsprovidesurwys, calculations, 

^design rqxKts, plans, consbuctkm 
qiecific^ons, and bid documents. 
Design for new devebpment is done 
by the developer's ccmsulting engi- 
neers who woik diTough the city's 
DevelopmentServices Center (DSQ 
to obtain approval for subdivisions 
and site plans. Utility Engineering 
and die DSC went together to pro- 
vide guidance, criteria and review for 
die developer's projects so diat the 
new infrastructure will meet all of the 
federal, state, and local requirements 
and also becone a logical, useful pan 
of the city's infrastructure system. 

Once die developer's plans are 
apiROved; construction begins. The 
Utility ^gineering Division inspec- 
tors review, and test new utility lines 
installed by die developer's contrac- 
tor. Brequoit site visits and rigorous 

' testing insure diat woik meets cur- 
raitstandards. Watermainsarete^ed 
for cleanliness, purity, leaks, and die 
abUi^ to widistand 2S0pounds. per 
square inch internal i»essure. 

Construction of die CIP and devel- 
opment {»ojects proceed much in die 
same way, with cxie notable excq>- 
tion.

One of our most extoisive rdia- 
bilitation projects has been die watCT 
and aewer wok that was done as part

AU mains were re{daced Md new 
service Ihiet, meters and cleanouts 
were installed nd fadlUM Aat had 
notbeen used for yean wereremoved. 
The cost of dtts water and &nitsy 
sewer rehiMlitatkm work to date has 
been$5.100/}00. 

We have also replaced all of die 
old, small water mains in the 
Sha&)wlawn tuid Ncffdi Beach arras 
and are doing systematic sewer reha- 
bilitation in Diamond Springs, 
Aragona, Princess Ann eHma , and 
Shadpwiawn. Underground construc- 
tion work always involves the un- 
known and in spite of the best efforts 
of our engineers, inspectors and con- 
tractus it is still not possible to see 
everydiing belowtthe earth's surface 
— sowhendoiiigrdiaUlitationworic, 
die unexpected become routine.The 
Engineering Division andlhe Opera- 
tions and Maintenance Division of 
Public Utilities coordimoe all of Uie 
rehabilitation w(nk from start to fin- 
ish. The Operations and Maintenance 
staff know fnnn dieir daily woik 
where problons are occurring and 
where die system is becoming worn 
out 

An alphabet soup ot reguhitions 
known as I and I, THMs, Pb and Cu, 
DBP, and ICR are being constantly 
monitored. ItAivill not attempt to ex- 
plain all of these, but widi die never 
aiding emergency of requirements . 
of the Safe Drinkuig Water Act and 
the Clean Water Act, we continue to 
coordinate with Norfolk on our water 
treatment system and HRSD on our 
sanitary sewer treatment systems. 
Norf(^ provides us treated water 
and diey are re^XHisible for meeting 
many of the requirements and Vir- 
ginia Beach is re^xxisible fw meet- 
ing odiers. Wofkhig together, Nor- 
folk and Virginia Beach have met all 
of the federally-mandated water qual- 
ity requiremoits. We are currendy 
woridng on focilities in both Norfolk 
and Virginia Beach diat will allow us 
to meet new fedoal requirements 
which will be in place during die late 
1990s. 

I have tried to provide you widi a 
litde msiglit mto how the Utility En- 
gineering Division fits mto provid- 
ing water and saniary sewer servkes 
widiin the city. Our city currendy has 
mcHe dian 400,000 people being 
servedby diese systems, which makes 
it die second largest system in Vir- 
ginia.

Hioi I got my ptone bill I didnt 
think it could cost so miKh just to 
lookvo«md." 

Becky isn't alone. Many com- 
puter users SK finding that until 
they are proficient with dieir com- 
puters, local bulletin board systems 
can oikx infonnation, communica- 
tion and an education to far less 
than a national on-line service. 
Most inieniet providers charge a fe« 
of about $30 per month, while 
many local bulletin boards offer ba- 
sic services for a small yearly fix. 

The systems operauvs (sysops) 
of two local computer bulletin 
boards (BBS's) agreed to ^peak with ' 
diis newspa^Kr and oBxt didr best 
advice to new conqwier users. Jim 
and Maryann Deal have expanded 
Sinbad's Shack fiom a (Nie-line op- 
nation in 1989 to a six-line local 
board. David Taykr. who went on- 
line with Rro^Iand BBS in 1989, 
recently purchas«l Pleasuie Dome 
and incoqxuated RrofiUmd into the 
aheady established Pleuure Dome 
BBS. 

"Don't buy the dieqieM modem 
out thoe." Jim Deal said. "If you 
do you are going to be disap- 
pointed. It might kxdc like a real 



gocA ded, but if you Iwy a cteq> 
modd you m^ ne«l to buy mane 
sdtware. or ^ au^ only be able 
to acc»s cotain BBS's that cany 
the kind of program your modem 
can read. It's ju^ not a good idea." 

Nbtyann suggested thm first-time 
usHs spead a littks time readii^ be- 
fore going on-liiw. "There is even a 
book called 'Modems For 
Dummies,*" die aid. "It's writtra 
in real clear language. Hiey evra 
show you a sanq^ k^-in." 

"IVe lad peo^ ccme by the of- 
fice so I owld show them how to 
log on <a access files," David 
TlaykY said, "b fiK^ IVe kind of de- 
velq)ed the belief that if a sysop 
doesn't want to take the time to 
he^ a user, they should think about 
going dsewhoe. Nfost of us we 
nuue than wiOing to help people 
gu onUne and be hqipy with what 
tti^canda"v 

As he spoke, one of Taylor's 
regular users came into the office 
and asked if he could use one of 
Taykv's omiputers. 

"You just have to play around 
and explore everything," the user 
who re^pMAed that ira not use his 
name said, "The bett diing is hands 
on experience. 

Although the sysops are willing 
to he^) users and all admitted that at 
one time or odur they'd evA gone 
to new users hone to hdp them set 
up their equipment or get on-line 
they wish useis would remember 
thai they have lives other than run- 
ning the U>s. 

"Mny assume that somebody is 
sitting there watching the mcmilor 
24 horns a di^." M^rann said. "It 
does take a lot of time and effort to

"Fve t^n the 
sleaze out because I don't believe in 
a sleazy atmosphere," he stated. 
Pleasure Dome which was jnevi- 
ously billed as an adult BBS re- 
mains an adult access bulletin 
board, but adult to Taykv means of- 
fering "evray conference and net- 
woik I can get I want to double in 
size by January 1, 1996."

"When I find a place toehold 
meetings Fm s^ing to start holding 
new user seminars again," Jim 
stated "We used tcf do a once a yea- 
modem seminar. I diink it's a good 
idea because it gives us all a chmce 
to share information. Then we 
know that uso-. We know what 
diey are looking for." 

TaylcH- is in die process of adding 
more confermcK, i^qioindng riiod- 
ttaiors to die cosdaeaces and plan- 
ning moe parties in die fuhne. 

"If s a big job." he admitted. His 
sentiment was echoed by Jim. "By 
die time I check to make sure the 
board is running, reqiond to user 
mail or help a new user out, and ^ 
my photography it pretty much 
t^ces iq> all <tf my spare tiii»."

So close, yet so far 

With mopB than 20,000 memben, profbtsionals and 
volunteer! aoosi the United States, the Natkinal Tuberous 
SclettMis Association QiTTSA) ii stUl an oipnizatioo without 
high name reception. While it was foandel20 yean afo by a 
a small ^roirp of iso^henjidio needed nippoft and medical 
informatton for th^uke cf their cfaildrBn afOicted with the 
disease, tuberous ackrotis (TS) remains n oAen mMmgitn^ 
and unheaid of disease. 

Yet this ^etic disease, which manifests itadf thiouah 
tumors that invade every vital organ and paiticiilariy the bf^ 
can lead to stven mental ietaidatk>n, autism and behavioral 
problems. It is also the largest identifiable genetic cause of 
epilepsy. 

For families like Robert and Wendy Stanley of Hampton 
Roads (see story in this issue). w1k> are trying to cope widi the 
effects of TS in their only child, Kathe, it is a strug^ to buikl 
people's knowledge of the disease. "What is that?'^and "Never 
heard of it!" are — unfortunately — common reactkms diey 
get. . 

It's true, but hard to believe, that a disease which tikcts 
50,000 American families is still so unfandliar to die jwhlic. 
Luckily, the NTSA is trying to change that through 
encouragemeht and sufqxnt of research into dia^^cms, cause, 
management and cute for TS, as well as die development of a 
natknal network of family support and die education of medial 
and aUied professionals. 

Although TS rcseardieis estimate diat widiin two or duee 
^ years diey will have a pre-natal test for die ditease. die Nadonal 
Institutes of Healdi invest just $800,000 per j^ar — or ..07 
percent of its budget — in tuboDus sclerals research. Widi 
nowhere else to turn for help except grants, die NTSA has 
taken matters into its own hands by hosting two annual fund 
raisers: a Valentines for TS Campaign in conjuncticm wiUi 
Wendy's restaurants and a nation-wide yard sale. The Wmdy's 
campaign is in effect now tiirough Ffcb. 14. Hopefully, it will 
net $90,000 for TSrescaidk 

You can do a small part in helping people like die Stanleys 
come one step closer to the ansVrer. Just visit your nearest

and know your buck is going to a good cause. In letum, you 
will get 10 valentines which, when presented, earn you free 
Frosty fit)zen desserts.

Local family promotes awareness of 
tuberous sclerosis for child's sake

Robert and Wendy Stanley were 
understandably dirilled widi die v- 
rival of dieir first child, a bubbly 
baby girl widi strawbeny Monde 
hair and big, sparkling eyes they 
nmiedKadie. 

But what die young coiq^ didn^ 
know was diat dieir precious bundle 
cffiried a' disease virtually inyossi- 
ble to pre-natally detect First doc- 
tors dionght it was cancer, but 
leaned odierwise (» diat dieofy. 

Aftet two pediatriciuis fiuled to 
diagnose the baby's proUon and 
they woe tie^les to figure it out 
diemselves. die Stanl^s finally got 
their answer when Kathe was 7 
months old: tuberous Kderosis. 

If you'w nevn heard of die dis- 
ease, you're not die first That is 
why the Stanleys agreed to be in- 
terviewed — to spread die word 
Kbout die gra^c disease whkh af- 
fects only one in every 5,000 
American births. A]q»x}ximately 
23,000 chikfroi aid adults nation- 
wide are known to have it 

Yet TS remains u all too oftmi 
und^nosed and aJieani of disease. 
Looking at the smiling tot 
bouicing on her fader's knee, it's 
hard to believe die 21-mondi-dd is 
afflicted by any disease. As fiar as 
die Stanleys know now, Kadie has 
a mild case of 1^. Unf(»tunately. 
so Ittde is known about it diat one 
day she may be fine, and die next 
d^not 
What is TS? 

Wendy Stanley has maocvi^d 
piacd(»Uy all die characteristics and 
statistks associated with it: abnor- 
mal growdi of tissue ("tubers," or 
tumors in layman's toms) in the 
skin, brain, heart kidneys, lungs 
and eyes, which in the Ixain caii re- 
sult in mental retardatioi. seizures 
aqd sometin^ behaincial {mibtons 
such as autian, aggressoo. mam- 
trollable rage and hypenK;tivity. 
Developmental delays are also 
common. 

'Two children are bom evoy day 
in die United States with diis dis- 
ease," Wendy Stanley aplained 
from die family's amfortaUe 
Httton Pinnt home.
